1. With the concurrence of General Thomas, ACSI/USAF, 

CIA has referred to CODIB for action the Air Force's request 
fo:^ the Intelligence Publications Index (IPI) 
to (reference copy attached). 

2. As originator of the IPI, CIA could, technically, 
authorize its release to a contractor by valving the 
CONTROLLED DISSEM restriction. However, because the IPI 
contains references to the full range of USIB production as 
well as that of Commonwealth services and of selected 
intelligence contractors, CIA does not feel it should act 
unilaterally in this case. 

3. This matter will be placed on the agenda of the next 
CODIB meeting, at which time the pros and cons of this 
proposal can be explored.
